Warfaw, March 7. 


HE Marquis de Bonac, Envoy of 
France, is daily expected here from 
Dunkirk. We have Advice, that the 
Army of the Mufcovites are retir’d be- 
hind their Lines between Polosko and 
Smolensko, and feem determin’d to ftand the Swedes 
there: In the mean time the — uf Sweden is 
advancing againft them by the Way of Minsk : 
King Staniflaus isa great Way behind him, with 
the Body of Polifh and other Troops that are un- 
der his Command ; and they write from Wilna 
the 4th of this Month, where that Prince was then 
arriv’d accompany’d by divers Senators of his Party, 
that he was very uneafy becaufe the King of Swe- 
den was got to fo great a Diftance from him; and 
that purfuant to the Refolutions of a Council of 
War, he difpatch’d the Palatine of Minsk to bis 
Swedifh Majetty, to make a Reprefentation on that 
Subject. M. Oginski Staroft of Somogitia, and 
the Palatine of Trok, are gone with their Troops 
to joyn the Army of the Crown. The Mufcovites 
pillag’d and laid Wafte the Country in their Retreat, 
and left it bare behind them, that the Swedes might 
find no Subfiftence ; and fome report, that ‘tis to 
fatigue the Swedes the mofe that they draw them 
to the Frontiers of Mufcovy, hoping to gain Ad- 
vantage over them when they come to Action after 
fo tirefom a March. The laft Letters from the Swe- 
dith Army advife, that an Envoy froutf*’the King 
of Pruffia was arriv’d there, with a Commiffion to 
offer his Mediation of a Peace between his Swedith 
Majefty and the Czar of Mufcovy. They write 
from the Polifh Pruffia, that M. Smigielski had 
feiz’d and carry’d off Prince Lubomirski from a 
Caftle near Thorn; burt that ‘twas fufpected to be 
done by Collufion, and that the Prince has a Mind 
to embrace the Party of King Staniflaus. 
Fromtke Antwerp Courant, dated March 30. 
Riga, March 11. Yefterday came hither a Gou- 
rier, with Letters from the King of Sweden to Ge- 
neral Leuwenhaupt, advifing, that the 2d of this 
Month his Swedith Majefty with his Cavalry arriv'’d 
at Bordolozi within 12 Miles of Polosko; and would 
haltthere 3 or 4 Days, to wait the coming up of his 
Infantry and Artillery; defigning then to advance 
with his whole Army towards the Mufcovites, 
who had pofted their Army ina Camp ftrongly 
intrench’d not far from Mohilow ; but it may be 
fuppos’d will abandon it on the Approach of the 
Swedes, and retire as they have done hitherto, By 
Order of his Swedith Majefty General Leuwen- 


haupt will march to Morrow with a Body of 24000 
Men, 20 Pieces of Cannon, anda great Quantity 
of Meal and Forrage ; tc lay Siege .o Narva, of 


accuiaing tothe more general Opinion to joyn the 
grand Army. 


Plymouth, March 23. Yefterday arriv’d the Eu- 
rope of and for Rotterdam, Anthony Varena Mafter, 
from Cursffau, with Sugar, Cacao, lobu:-, 
and Incigo, carrying 28 Guns. On the 20th un che 
Evening off Scilly the was attack’d by 2 French Pri- 
vateers Of 22 and 24 Guns, bu: gave them fo warm 
a Reception that they foon letther: In this Action 
fhe had 3 Men kili’d, and the Captain witb 7 others 
wounded. This Day fail’d her Majeft,’s Ship: che 
Southampton and Lizara for Torbay, .o take under 
their Convoy the Topfham Ships, &c. bound ior 
Wales. 

Shields, March 23. Two Days ago came into 
this Port a great many Tranfporc Ships having on 
board Land-Forces from Oftend. They came under 


Convoy of so or 12 Sailof Men of Wa, which 


are riding in our Road. We bear that Sir George 
Byng, with the Fleer, is. in Leith-Road. 

Yarmouth, Maich 24. This Day fail’d out of this 
Road to the Northward, about 150 Sail of light 
Colliers and Coatters without Convoy. There alfo 
pafs’d through to the Southward abour 30 Sail of 
laden Colliers and Coafters, as did likewife the Lynn 
Fleet with the Boneta. 

Harwich, March 25. Yefterday came in the Wool- 
wich from the Downes. This Day fome Horfes 
were put on board the Tranfport-Ships, and the reft 
will imbark to Morrow. Juft now the Difpacch 
Pacquet-boat arriv’d here from Holland, and landed 
an Exprefs Yefterday at Alborough. 

Deale, March 25. Her Malefty’s Ships the Nor- 
wich, Tilbury, Sheernefs, and béaidftone, fail’d 
this Morning to the Northward. The reft of the 
Queen’s Ships mention'd in my formerr continue in 
the Downes.
